Dear  Mayor  Shelley: 

We  are  submitting  for  your  approval  a final  report  on  the  1965  general 
session  of  the  California  State  Legislature  which  includes  disposition  of  all 
bills  upon  which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adopted  an  official  posi- 
tion. The  Committee  on  State  Legislation  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  either 
acting  on  its  own  or  ratifying  the  action  of  the  Committee  adopted  policy  on  a 
total  of  248  individual  pieces  of  legislation*  As  in  past  years,  San  Francisco 
offered  very  few  bills  on  its  own  but  did  support  or  oppose  legislation  submitted 
by  members  other  than  from  San  Francisco  County.  Also,  as  in  the  past,  most  of 
our  time  was  spent  in  opposing  legislation  which  officials  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors considered  to  be  inimical  to  the  best  interest  of  San  Francisco. 

In  previous  reports  we  have  commented  upon  the  increasing  tendency  of  the 
Legislature  to  assume  control  of  what  has  been  traditionally  considered  to  be 
local  matters.  This  tendency  did  not  decrease  during  the  1965  session  and,  in 
our  opinion,  will  not  lessen  in  future  years.  The  usual  bills  providing  collec- 
tive bargaining  for  employees  of  local  political  subdivisions  were  introduced 
and  defeated  as  was  legislation  which  would  set  working  hours  of  firemen  by  State 
law.  Various  tax  exemptions  were  offered  including  one  which  would  exempt 
imported  raw  material  from  the  personal  property  tax  at  a cost  to  San  Francisco 
of  approximately  $700,000  annually. 

The  most  far-reaching  of  the  tax  bills  was  A.B.  2270,  Petris,  which  would 
have  eliminated  the  inventory  tax  and  substitued  in  its  place  increased  sales 
and  income  taxes  as  well  as  a real^estate  transfer  tax.  This  bill  also  levied 
a 2 percent  tax  on  utilities;  increased  inheritance  taxes;  raised  the  bank  and 
corporation  tax;  increased  cigarette  and  tobacco  taxes,  and  provided  for  with- 
holding of  State  income  tax  with  100  percent  forgiveness  for  the  year  preceding 
start  of  the  withholding  tax.  It  also  provided  exemptions  for  household  goods, 
furnishings  and  solvent  credits.  While  San  Francisco  would  have  gained  additional 
money  for  school  support,  whatever  profit  the  bill  would  have  provided  would 
have  been  outweighed  by  the  increased  sales,  income,  tobacco  and  other  taxes 
which  would  have  been  taken  out  of  this  City  to  be  spent  elsewhere  for  general 
State  purposes. 

The  bill  failed  passage  but  at  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Legislature  did  provide  for  increased  cigarette  and  tobacco  taxes,  sales  tax  on 
the  occasional  sale  of  automobiles  and  on  all  leases  and  a stepped-up  schedule 
for  the  payment  of  sales  taxes  to  the  State.  The  money  thus  raised  was  sufficient 
to  balance  the  State  Budget. 
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In  the  general  field  of  taxation  it  does  appear  that  there  will  be  tax  re- 
form legislation  offered  if  the  Legislature  is  called  into  special  session  this 
fall.  It  is  not  possible  to  correctly  predict  what  that  legislation  will  be.

As  in  past  years  the  delegation  from  San  Francisco  including  Senator  ”J" 
Eugene  McAteer  and  Assemblymen  John  L.  Burton,  John  F.  Foran,  Charles  W.  Meyers, 
Willie  L.  Brown,  Jr.,  and  Milton  Marks  cooperated  with  the  City’s  representatives 
and  did  their  utmost  to  protect  the  City’s  interest  both  in  committees  and  on 
the  floor.  Very  possibly  for  San  Francisco  the  most  important  legislation  was 
regional  in  nature  including  Senate  Bill  309,  McAteer,  providing  for  a moratorium 
in  filling  San  Francisco  Bay;  Senate  Bill  660,  McAteer,  provides  for  $133,000,000 
limitation  on  San  Francis co-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  tolls  for  use  by  BART  for  a sub- 
aqueous tube;  Senate  Bill  695,  McAteer,  authorizing  $300,000  for  a southern  cross 
ing  with  a westerly  terminus  either  at  India  Basin  or  Sierra  Point;  Assembly 
Bill  240,- Knox,  increasing  by  3 mills  the  smog  tax,  and  Assembly  Bill  3143,  Foran 
which  clarifies  the  law  in  order  that  the  sheriff  of  San  Mateo  County  may  continu 
to  deputize  employees  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  order  to  enforce 
the  law  only  on  city-owned  property. 

The  Legislature  failed  to  act  on  re apportionment  of  the  California  State 
Senate  and  this  matter  is  pending  before  the  California  Supreme  Court  as  well  as 
a three-judge  Federal  court  in  Los  Angeles.  The  Legislature  was  under  instruc- 
tions to  reapportion  the  Senate  by  July  1,  1965,  but  the  two  houses  failed  to 
agree  on  the  bill.  It  is  generally  reported  that  Governor  Brown  will  hold  off 
calling  a special  session  until  after  the  courts  have  ruled.  The  three- judge 
Federal  court  is  expected  to  rule  on  the  general  question  of  the  reapportionment 
on  October  1,  1965. 
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We  again  recommend  that  the  present  staff  and  functions  of  San  Francisco’s 
representation  in  Sacramento  be  reviewed.  This  recommendation  is  based  on  the 
fact  that  the  present  staff  is  precisely  as  it  was  in  1945  with  no  additions 
despite  a greatly  increased  work  load.  It  might  also  be  pointed  out  that  in 
1945  San  Francisco  was  represented  by  eight  assemblymen  and  one  senator.  In  1965 
it  was  represented  by  five  assemblymen  and  one  senator.  While  reapportionmont 
of  the  Senate  may  give  San  Francisco  an  additional  senator,  the  next  reapportion- 
ment of  the  Assembly  will  rob  the  City  of  one  and  very  possibly  two  assemblymen. 
In  our  opinion,  additional  clerical  help  is  needed  as  is  added  professional 
assistance.
